Britishers uften hear people who aught tu know bester speak of 
the British Empire as something which contlicts with the ides of 
democracy. because they ara under the impression that it is from 

_ London that the real governing of this commonwealth of nations is 
-done> - There is an impression abroad tbat the Imperial Parliament 
controls and gaserns very much more than it actually dues and i: is 
time that that impression Was removed by the study of one ‘or two 
fects. One of the most important announcements made in the 
House of Commons recently was that be Mr. Bonar Law with 
teference to Canads. He stated that the British and Canadian 
Governments had arranged to provide for morecomplete represente- 
tion of Canadian interests in the United States than hitkerto and 
that ic had been agreed that there should be appointed a Minister 
Plenipotentiary who would have charge of Canadian affairs. In the 
absence of an Ambassador for Britain the Minister would take 
“charge of the whole Embassy ond would represent Imperial aa well 
as Cavadian interests. One cannot look at that decision and stil 
think that Britain is not democratic towards its Colonies, because 
she has thus made a Colonial Minister her direct representative io 
the absenc’e of another. . . - 

Ik is interesting to recall what Mr. Bonar Law said on the 
occasion referred to, because the decision bas asignificance tha! was 
rather allowed to.pass unnoticed at tha time. He pointed ov? that 
that the new arrangament would no: denote any departure either by 
the British or Canadian Government from any principle of the 
diplomatic unity of the British Empite.
